On Monday, the fifth day of March, 1923, at five forty- 
five o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to bring in to the 
Wardens of their respective Precincts their votes on the off- 
‘cial ballot for a Moderator, Town Clerk, a Town Treasurer, 
three Selectmen, one member of the Board of Assessors for 4 
term of three years, three Overseers of the Poor, three High- 
way Surveyors, three Auditors, a Tax Collector, a Tree War- 
‘den, two members of the Board of School Committee for a 
‘term of three years, one member of the Board of School Com- 
mittee for a term of two years to fill vacancy, one mem- 
ber of the Board of School Committee for a term of one year 
to fill vacancy, one Water Commissioner and Commissioner 
of Sinking Funds for a term of three years, one Park Com- 
‘missioner for a term of three years, two Trustees of Thayer 
Public Library for a term of two years, three members of 
‘the planning Board for a term of one-year, and fifteen Con- 
‘stables.

To see what sums of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the salaries and expenses of 
its Police Department and for the necessary expenses re-

Expenses. 


To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Section 48, Chapter 31, General Laws, as to its 
regular or permanent police force. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT

To see if the Town will vote to accept 
Arborway Drive from Argyle Road to Braintree Point Wel- 
fare Club, as laid out by the Selectmen, and raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the same. 


Article 30. Toseeif the Town will vote to accept Shep- 
pard Avenue, 520 feet from Allen Street, as laid out by the 
~ Selectmen. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to rebuild and repair Hillcrest 
Road. 


To see if the Town will vote to repair the 
sidewalks on Holbrook Avenue, Summer, Pearl, Taylor and

To see what sums of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for miscellaneous expenses. 


Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to assist Post 87, G. A. R., in 
defraying expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 45. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to assist Braintree Post, No. 86, 
_ American Legion, in defraying expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 46. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to provide suitable headquarters 
for the Lennon-Murray Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 
January 1, 1924. 


As required by Section 71 of the General Laws The 
Planning Board presents it report for the vear ending Decem- 
ber’ 31,1923; 


As recommended in last years report the Town has 
acquired the land at the corner of Washington and Pond 
Streets. 


The Board is working on plans to eradicate dangerous 
places on Washington and Union Streets as stated therein, 
also on plans for extension of Grove Street. No action was 
taken by the Town during the year relative to improving the 
eorner of Pearl and Liberty Streets. We recommend that 
the Town widen that portion of Washington Street from 
River Street to Storrs Avenue and Elm Street as laid out by 
the County Commissioners and believe the Town should take 
immediate action on this widening. 


Also the relocation of Common Street and widening of 
same to forty feet and to carry it through to Sunnyside Park. 
[so calledi with a view to a future extension to Granite Street. 


The bridge on Adams Street and the approaches to the 
bridge on Plain Street should be widened. 


In further line of its duties the Board recommends that 
the Town at its Annual Meeting consider the following 
suggestions for the Health, Safety and Convenience of its 


eitizens. 
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Namely: Place all highways in as safe condition as 
possible establishing a grade for each street which shall not 
be raised nor lowered without a vote of the Town. 


Fencing the sides of streets where land adjoining is 
below grade of street. 


Re-naming streets having duplicate names. The num- 
bering of all new streets to be done by the Supt. of Streets, 
or by the Town Engineer, without expense to the owner. 


Also, that the Selectmen be instructed to confer with 
the Trustees of the Eastern Massachustts Street Railway 
Co., to see if an arrangement can be made to remove the car 
tracks from all streets and they be given exclusive rights to 
operate motor busses in place of street cars. This would 
give seven additional feet which would be then available at 
all times for driving purposes. 


For safety of drivers and pedestrians all main thorough- 
fares should have sidewalks as smooth and even as the 
streets they adjoin, especially on State highways. 


A progressive plan for permanent walks should be 
adopted for all our main streets. Spaces between such 
walks already constructed and those in front of our public 
buildings should be given first consideration. In the resi- 
dential district, sidewalk corners should be curbed. Shrubs 
within a distance of twenty feet from the corner should not 
be allowed to grow higher than three feet so that the vision 
of the drivers of approaching vehicles will not be obscured. 


Trees obstructing travel either on street or sidewalks 
should be removed. Young trees should be planted each 
year especially on new streets and parks in addition to 
replacing old ones. A_ suitable set .of Assessors’ plans 
should be furnished. The town should appropriate a sum 
of money each year for such plans until they are complete. 
‘They would then be the basis of all Town planning. 
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For the public health, a dump should be procured im 
each precinct and all miscellaneous waste material should 
be dumped there allowing nothing but clean filling to be 


placed on any land adjoining the public streets. These 


dumps should be away from all dwellings and highways. 


Permits should be issued to drivers of dumping vehicles 


by the Board of Health which permits can be revoked at 


anytime for the violation of the rules stated thereon. 


An up-to-date Code of By-laws should be adopted by 


the Town which will not only take care of matters stated 
herein but will provide for suitable traffic regulations by 
the Police Department. The safety of our citizens demands 
some rules for the regulation of the traffic at this time.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


‘To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 

of the Town of Braintree. 
‘Gentlemen: 

Having been appointed as inspector of Animals for 
the year 1923, and’ having been approved by the State 


Board of Conservation, I herewith make the following report. 


I visited in making this inspection 139 different places. 
Quite a number of the places that I visited I found to be in 
-very good condition, and nearly all fairly clean. But there 
are a few places where hogs are kept that are not as clean as 


‘they ought to be. 


In the 139 places I visited I found 462 cows, 49 young 


cattle, 10 bulls, 2 oxen, 3 goats and 788 swine. 


There is one piggery in the town of Braintree, kept by — 
Antonio Johnson, who gathers a very large part of the 
garbage in Braintree. He keeps his piggery very tidy. The 
other pigs in town are fed mostly on garbage coming from 


-out of the town. 


During this Inspection I found one case of Tuberculosis, 
I quarantined the cow, and notified the State Board of 
Animal Industry. It was killed and taken away by Wards 


Rendering Co. 
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There were two cases of Rabbies. One was that of a 
little pet dog, known to be kept at home and never associated 
with any other dogs. No quarantine was made. The other 
was an airdale dog. I quarantined this dog. I notified the 
State Board of Animal Industry. They sent out an agent 
to examine it. Before he arrived the dog had died and 
had been buried. He had been buried so long, they thought 
it not worth while to dig him up. I quarantined nine dogs 
that were known to associate with this dog. The quaran— 
tine lasting 90 days and then they were released and there 
has been no trouble of this case since. 


I have endeavored in making this inspection to try and 
find every place where cattle, pigs, sheep and goats were kept, 
so far as I can ascertain.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 





January 2, 1924. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Braintree: 

This Committee is pleased with the progress being made 
in the school system, but wishes to make still further pro- 
gress along lines which are common practice in modern 
school systems, which lines tend to promote better physical ; 
conditions of the children of today and the citizens of to- 
morrow, as well as mental training to develope sane and 
‘sound logical thinking based on knowledge and understand- 
ing. Much of the knowledge and understanding may be 
secured from books, and the larger the variety of the material - 
which we may have to place in the hands of the school chil- 
dren for study and reference, the better the work which can 
‘be done, because of a greater degree of interest and attention 
ion the part of the children. 


During the past year continued attention has been 
‘given to the physical condition of our school plant, our ob- 
ject being to maintain by constantly keeping after the. little 
‘things rather than through neglect and over-sight allowing 
them to grow. ‘A stitch in time saves nine.” As far as 
funds will allow, this policy has been supplemented by im- 
provements such as electric lights in the Pond School, the 
Penniman School, and completing the installation of lights 
in the Abraham Lincoln School. It is hoped that this year 
appropriations may be sufficient to allow of further improve- 
ments, by completing of facilities for providing artificial 
‘light in all school rooms in the town. Only three of the 
larger buildings are now not completely provided for artifi- 
cial lighting: namely, High School, Jonas Perkins School, 
nd Noah Torrey School. 
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With the building of the mew selivol! im Hast’ Braintree, 
two portable buildings were release: for other use and these: 
were placed on the High Sclooll grounds: for the use: 
of High School classes, and even: with this increase in the: 
number of rooms (three) available for High School use, it 
has been found necessary to havé one class conducted after 
the regular High School hour foreclosing, namely, two o’clock. 
Even the purchase of nine additional’ tiypewriters last fall’ 
could not eliminate this necessity: 


Three factors and only three influenced the Committee- 
in the location of these portables on the High School grounds= 
first, convenience in passing to and from the main building 
by the students which is necessary; second, shelter for the 
portables to insure comfortable temperature for the rooms; 
third, effective lighting of the rooms. 


We regret the necessity of using these portables, but 
feel that it will be necessary to have still further increase in 
facilities if other even less desirable conditions in our High 
School are to be avoided, and we, therefore, recommend 
favorable action at the next annual Town Meeting for the. 
building of a new High School. This recommendation is 
made fully as much to provide an increase of facilities for 
the grades in the west side of the Town which is needed, as 
for the High School. The east side of the Town is now well 
cared for with the opening of the Thomas A. Watson School. 
which was occupied by the children, January 2, 1924, but 
the west side needs more rooms. If a new High School is 
provided the present High School building (Monatiquot . 
School) is so located as to conveniently accommodate a 
large number of grade children who are now attending the 
Hollis, Pond, and Noah Torrey buildings, thus reheving 
conditions in those buildings, and at the same time creating. 
a condition such that a great majority, if not all of the 350° 
children, who because of their residence being nearer the 
Montagne building than any other building, would attend 
there and have to walk a shorter distance than they now do» 
in order to attend school. 
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This Committee feels that some foresight should be 
exercised tending to anticipate future conditions due to the 
inevitable growth of the Town as time passes We believe 
it is good sound business and a policy of economy to inerease: 
the area about some of our present school buildings, and to 
secure additional school sites now, in order that in the future 
when additions to buildings are made or new buildings erected. 
there will be adequate play ground facilities without the 
inflation of values due to a municipal purchase from neces- 


sity, or the taking by eminent domain. 


We wish to have the best possible school system, but 
recognize the fact that 1t is impossible to exceed the desires 
of a majority of the citizens of the community. We con- 
sider the cost and regret the increase, but feel that the best 
possible use is made of every dollar you give us. The diffi- 
culty which is experienced in appreciating the return from 
the investment is that the return is not immediate. It is a 
long time in yielding a return, in fact a whole generation, 
and the return is a healthier, wiser, and more efficiently and 
effectively managed and conducted community in which to 
dwell: a more desirable community in every respect in which 
to pass one’s time here on earth; these are the dividends 


which the investment yields. 


Much of the time, energy, and planning in this depart- 
ment has been fundamentally basic, and not perhaps alto- 
gether always in evidence, but we feel that now there is 
beginning to appear some evidence that our labors are 
bearing fruit and if we may retain your confidence for a 
while, we are sure that satisfactory evidence will be apparent 
as to the wisdom of our actions. 
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A most delightful event took place on April 11, 1923 
when our High School was presented with a large silk flag 
and standard by the retiring President of the Massachusetts 
Women’s Relief Corps at their Camp Fire held at the 
Shawmut Church in Boston. The Er east President, Mrs. 
Carrie F. Loring, senior member of this Committee, was 
responsible for this gift which was accepted by the president. | 
of the class of 1923, and the Chairman of the Committee. 
During the evening several selections were creditably 
rendered by the High School Orchestra. The flag has been 
placed in a case situated in the lower corridor of the High 


School, and will long be cherished and always honored. 


At this time we wish to express our appreciation for the 
co-operation of the Superintendent and the efficient manner 
in which our schools have been managed by him for the past 


year. 


We feel that two more years of progress equal to the 
two years Just passed will find the School Department in a 
condition to produce a maximum amount of results at a 


minimum cost per pupil.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
| ; January 2, 1924. 
To the School, Committee: 
I wish to present the Superintendent of School’s report: 
for the year 1923 with the usual other reports in this depart- 
ment. 


During the first few months of the year our attendance 
records were extremely poor, due to severe weather cond- 
ditions and children’s diseases. Conditions are now very 
much improved in connection with the health work. Three 


school physicians have been appointed by this department 


and physical examinations are made and recorded of every 
ehild. These physical record cards will pass along from 
grade to grade with the child, and as time goes on these 
cards are sure to be of value in suggesting desirable treatments 
both curative and corrective. © We have adopted a 
series of books on health and hygiene for grade five, six, 
seven, and eight, and a sufficient number was purchased so 
that every child in town in these respective grades regardless 
of what building he is attending has the same kind of a book. 
This practice of uniformity in text books will lead to a more 
exact course of study and more definite, exact, and uniform 
instruction by teachers. This, too, will mean more satis- 
factory conditions and results to the public, to the children, 
and also to the teacher. It will make possible effective and 
more valuable supervision. This policy of uniformity in 
text books with all the various effects which must ultimately 
follow as necessary consequences, has been applied im the 
last year and a half to the school work of the following sub- 
ects in addition to the one just mentioned: arithmetic, 
geography, history, grammar, and penmanship. I hope that 
the year 1924 may see this policy applied and completed in 
all the work of our schools, for then and then only, can the 
superintendent of schools do the most effective and most 
valuable work in supervision. 


The only reason this work is not now completed is lack 
of funds, and to complete the work in accordance with this 
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policy in the one remaining major subject,, reading, will 
_require an appropriation larger than for any other subject 
because of the fact that at least six or eight different sets of 
books should be provided. 


In every building there is a sufficiently large number of 
children who are retarded in their work to such an extent as 
to warrant the having of a special teacher for this work, but 
until we can have more room for grade work it will be neces- 
sary to get along with the makeshift arrangement of having 
two or three teachers going from building to building and 
working with this group of children occasionally in halls 
or corridors or wherever it may be possible, in an effort to do 
the most possible for these children. In the east side of the town 
we are sufficiently well provided now with class rooms so that 
an ungraded room for this special work could be had at the 
Jonas Perkins School, and at the Thomas A. Watson School, 
at the Abraham Lincoln and Penniman Schools the assembly 
hall could be used; at the Hollis School the corridor next to 
the principal’s office could be used; at the Noah Torrey 
School a basement room could be used which would be better 
than nothing, and at the Pond School the principal’s office 
might serve for this purpose. I feel that a teacher of skill 
and tact, specially trained for work with children of this 
type placed in each of our buildings would produce a wonder- 
fully great improvement in the accomplishments of all the 
children in our schools, because it would allow this type of 
child to make progress according to his ability, avoiding the 
attendant discouragement and lack of interest at present 
found in these children because of their inability to keep pace 
with the rest of their group: furthermore, it would make 
possible better and more work for the regular classes and 
eliminate many troublesome cases of discipline, thus making 
it possible for the teacher to give-much more of her attention 
and time to the scholastic achievements of the children. 


Cases for discipline, the mischievous and troublesome ones, 
frequently arise because of the fact that not enough work or 
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not sufficiently difficult work has been given to keep the 
ehild busy and he looks for some thing to do, and usually 
finds it to the annoyance of the teacher, and to the distur- 
ance and distraction of the attention of the class. The 
slow pupil belonging in the special ungraded class, on the 
other hand feeling (liscouraged by the seeming impossibility 
of an assignment of work, looks for something else to do and 
finds it with the consequent loss to the class of the teacher’s 


attention, time, knowledge, and teaching skill which the 


town is paying her to give, but which, under the conditions 


as they exist, is*not being received in full measure according 


to our teachers’ abilities because of no fault of theirs. The 
fault is to be remedied only by proper grading and this 
requires more class rooms and teachers than we now have. 


I believe this whole situation can be completely remedied 
another vear in the east side of the town and much improved 
in the west side but not completely remedied without more 
class rooms for grade work. : 


A new high school building provided for our use, which 
should be done, would release the present high school build- 
ing (the Monatiquot School) for grade purposes, and we would 
then be in a position to not only completely remedy the 
above condition in the whole town, but would also make 
possible the relief of crowded classes of too large numbers, 
and eliminate some of our portables and temporary rooms, 
and make again available the halls in the Hollis and Noah 
Torrey Schools for use as is desirable, and as was intended 
when the buildings were built and first used. 


I am of the opinion that it is not understood to any 
great extent how. conveniently the Monatiquot School is 
placed to accommodate our grade school membership and 
I therefore, present the school membership under date of 
December 1, 1923 of the Noah Torrey, Pond, and Hollis 
Schools, and distribute this membership by grades to the 
four buildings on the assumption that the Monatiquot 
School was available for grade use, and that all children who 


are transported to school were in attendance at the Monati- 


quot School. It should be kept in mind that at present 


there are two rooms for each grade at the Noah Torrey 
School, and that at the Pond School one room is for the 


kindergarten, and three rooms each have first and second 


grade children.

A careful study of the above sets of figures will indicate 
a great many advantages to be derived from this proposed 
plan other than merely producing conditions such that 
first, children will not, in many cases, have to walk as far 
to get to school as they do with present conditions — in no 
case will they have to walk a longer distance — second, 
eliminate the use of the portables; third, remove the necessity 
of the use of the temporary rooms cut out of the hall at the 
Hollis, thus making possible “or use the hall in its original 
size, a condition which is very desirable; fourth, reduce the 
number of mixed rooms from six to three. and fifth, reduce 
the size of classes with which the teacher has to deal, but it 
will also provide the town with High School facilities which 
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will allow of more effective work and induce, without doubt, 
a larger number of children to continue their education 
beyond the grade work. The town should provide a High 
School plant of which it can justly be proud. 


An examination of the statistical report of the State 
Department of Education shows the following facts in regard 
to this department as compared with other departments in 
the State. Of the 355 school systems in the State, Braintree 
ranks 210 in its valuation per pupil which is $5745.00. This 
means that of all the municipalities of the State there are 
but 145 having a lower valuation per pupil and this condi- 
tion is found in a town of such size in the State that there 
are but 62 which, are larger. Braintree ranks 252 in its 
expenditure per pupil which was $71.70. This means that 
there are but 103 systems in the State where a smaller amount 
per pupil is spent. 


In connection with a consideration of the financial side 
of our school system and appropriations, I wish to cal 
attention to the reimbursements received amounting to 
$21,027.07, which reduced the net cost of this department 
to $149,338 .32 instead of the amount of the appropriation. 
For the first time this last year we were able, because of the 
law which became operative allowing the charging of tuition 


to non-resident pupils of the Continuation School, to collect 
$3,555.40. In addition to this collection of tuition the 
Town receives from the State on account of certain education- 
al laws operating in this State over $17,000.00. The appre- 
ciation of these facts should cause a continuance of the 
liberal attitude which has been taken toward the department 
in considering the amount of the appropriation to be 
made for schools. 

It may be of interest to note that the personnel of this 
department consists at present of 112 persons occupying 113 


positions as follows: 
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‘60 grade teachers teaching 73 classes 
(11 teachers having 2 classes in her 
room) 

(1 teacher having 3 classes in her 
room) 

-16 high school teachers 
(6 of the high school teachers being 
commercial teachers) 

3 special teachers

1 clerk superintendent’s office 

1 clerk high school principal’s office 

1 general repair man 

1 superintendent 

6 members of the school committee 


It is interesting to note that a year ago the department 
‘had but 99 where we now have 112, which gives some idea 
“of the growth. The opening of anew grade school building 
~of course represents a large part of the growth, but some is 
found in the High School. As time goes on it must be ex- 
pected that enlargement of the department is an inevitable 
‘consequence of the growth of the town. How many and 
what features shall be in the enlargement of this department 
in the future must be determined by the character of the 
‘community and the needs of its children. ‘‘An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.”’ Encourage, promote, 
and secure the kind of residents for this community that 
you want by offering in your schools those conditions 
which will attract and satisfy the people you want. Sell 
your town by offering something the people want. Increase 
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your valuation by growing, thus providing the necessary 
funds for giving the improvements you may: need and want 
in your school system. Braintree is situated in such a way 
that it must grow whether you want it to do so or not. The 
cute, attractive, cunning, delightful, and amusing little child 
whom we all admire, must grow up or die. Braintree 
will not die. The child will grow up and be what it is trained 
to be, and reflect the tendencies of the period of youth. 
Don’t stunt its growth. Braintree is in this period of youth 
and the opportunities for training which you now offer will 
determine tendencies, attainments, and the character of 
this community in the future. Braintree teachers, schools 
children and the work of the School Department is: 
good and it is my purpose to constantly work to make it 
better. 


A most decided contrast was presented your Superin- 
tendent last June from what he had to face the year before, 
inasmuch as but six grade teachers resigned whereas the 
year before more than four times that number resigned. 
However, it was necessary to secure practically as many 
new teachers because of the necessity of securing a corps for 
the new building. This coming year I hope that there may 
be necessary & much smaller number of new teachers in the 
department. 


The special reports following, I would call to your atten-. 
tion as they present information in regard to special fields, 
and in conclusion I wish to express my thanks and appreci- 
' tion for the extremely pleasant and satisfactory conditions: 
under which I work. These conditions are determined by 
the attitude of the School Committee, and whatever of 
“success may have been attained I hereby wish to ‘express 
my acknowledgement of its attainment having been made 
possible only by the hearty good will, ability, and coopera- 
tion of my associates in this department.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


January 2, 1924. 
Mr. C. Edward Fisher, Superintendent of Schools, Braintree 
Massachusetts. : 


Dear Sir: J herewith submit my report for the year 1923. 
School opened on September 5 with a somewhat smaller 
enrollment than last year. Two reasons are, in the main, 
responsible for this. Last year we graduated 52 as compared 
to 37 the previous year. The second reason is that the enter- 
ing class is about 25 smaller than last year’s entering class. 
This latter situation is in turn accounted for by the fact that 
while in 1922, 168 pupils were promoted from the eighth 
grades, in 1923, there were only 142. There are now about 
170 pupils in the various eighth grades, so our entering class 
‘in 1924 should be considerably larger than last September.

The addition of the portables in September relieved two 
conditions mentioned: in my last report — too large classes, 
and the necessity for pupils to study in rooms where classes 
were being conducted. The latter condition has not been 
wholly done away with, but has been greatly reduced. All 
portable rooms are used every period in the day, except one 
at which time two only of the three rooms are in use. The 
use of the portables has also made it possible to discontinue 
the use of Room 8-A as a class room, for which it was never 
suitable, and use it for the headquarters of the school nurse. 


I feel that the work of the school nurse and the school 
physician will be of great value to the school. Nearly all 
of the pupils have undergone physical examinations, and if 
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parents will only cooperate with the school nurse}. defects: 
which are disclosed by these examinations can be treated by” 


corrective measures with a decided general health improve- 
ment. 


The growth of our commercial department made it 
necessary to employ two additional teachers in that depart- 
ment. At present there are six who give full time to com- 
mercial subjects. Practically all of last year’s commercial 
graduates are employed, nearly all of them securing positions 
directly through the school. We have had to turn down 
several requests for boys with comrercial training because of 
the lack of boys with such training. An informal free 
employment agency for high school students and graduates 
has brought good results, ae will do more when fully 
developed. 


More than the usual numbers entered college from our 
1923 graduating class, and from all reports are doing success- 
ful work. One of these pupils entered — with seventeen 
units on three year’s work. 


The close of school in June saw the customary exodus 
of Braintree High School teachers to other fields of endeavor 
September saw nine teachers, seven of whom took the places 
of those who for one reason or another resigned in June. 
I fee] that in view of and in spite of the unstable nature of 
our teaching force the school is doing good work. 


A few changes have been made in the course of study 
offered, chief of which are the introduction of spelling and 
penmanship. Spelling is compulsory for all pupils, every 
morning. The penmanship is optional, except in the case: 
of first vear commercial students, in whose case it is com- 
pulsory. There are about 120 taking the course. The 
work of these pupils shows a vast improvement.and justifies 
the introduction of the subject. German has been re- 
introduced after a lapse of several years, partly for its own 
value as a modern foreign language, and partly because of 
the growing unpopularity of Spanish. 
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Our athletic interests have occupied their proper place 
as decidedly worth-while, but secondary to academic work. 
Although the teams have lost many games, I consider that 
the various seasons have been successful.’ We have a fairly 
good equipment for football, baseball, basketball. Under 
the direction of Sub—Master Lawrence, the boys have made 
a good showing, and have derived a vast amount of good 
from their sports. 


The girls were forced to give up the field hockey which 
they began the previous year, because of the lack of a coach, 
and at present there is no one among the women teachers 
who can coach them in basketball. ‘The girls help to sup- 
port the schoo] athletics, and should have a share in the 
benefits. Up to date little has been done for them. I 
believe that in securing new teachers for next year, one 
teacher should be chosen who not only is capable of teaching 
her subjects, but who is qualified to direct the girls in their 
activities in the same way that Mr. Lawrence directs the 
boys. 


The most outstanding need of the school in the way of 
equipment is an adequate lighting system for the main 
building. Practically none of the rooms are equipped with 
artificial lights, and during stormy days in winter the pupils 
are subjected to severe eye strain. 


In closing my report I wish to again appeal to the 
parents for support in reducing unnecessary absence. The 
pupil who misses one class loses something which he can only 
with difficulty make up. Bi-monthly report cards, indica- 
ting the progress Of the pupils are issued five times per year. 
They are given to the pupils about the first of November, 
January, March, May and the last of June. Parents should 
look for these. reports regularly, and examine them carefully 
before they are returned. Le’ ciency reports will be given, 
between regular reports to pupils whose work has not been 
satisfactory in any subject.

Dear Sir: I herewith submit my report of the Boys’ 
Department of the Braintree Continuation School beginning 
‘September 1923. 


The enrollment to date is 80 boys and a greater number 
of girls. In comparing this with last year’s enrollment we 
find a decrease in the number of boys and an increase in the 
number of girls. ) 


The reason for the smaller number of boys in our school 
this year we feel to be due to poor business in the shoe shops, 
especially in the boys’ department of work. 


Our system of work has been the same for the most part, 
as that of last year. We have made flower boxes, medicine 
cabinets, and many other articles used for the equipment of 
the schools. Many boys have made skiis for their own use. 


We have placed a medicine cabinet in every school in 
the Town of Braintree, and furthermore, constructed many 
of the stage properties for the Teachers’ Association play 
given just before the close of school in the spring of 1923. 


Outside of construction work we have accomplished a 
certain amount of necessary repairing, such as chairs and 
‘sleds. Further than that we have taken up soldering, 
making use of it in repairing dish pans, wash boilers, and 
other metal utensils. | 

At present our work is confined to wood-working, but 
we are still in hopes of having some much needed power 
machinery in the near future. 

This year the boys have placed in our department an 


electric test board for the purpose of studying, in an elemen- 
‘tary form, the science of electricity. This enables them to 
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be useful at home or elsewhere in ye TS minor electrical 
| appliances. ° ; 


We have fic to vary our course of work with an inter- 
esting discussion each day of the various up. to date political 
questions and other current events. In this way we hope to 
broaden the minds of the boys and avoid confining them. too 
closely to manual arts alone. 


The boys are interested. We feel that this in itself is 
the worth while accomplishment. We now hope that the 
people of Braintree will help us to retain and sustain that 
interest.

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In the academic work, we study Hygiene, Arithmetic, 
English and Civics in order to lay a foundation for better, 
happier homes and healthy, thrifty citizens.

REPORT OF ART INSTRUCTOR 


January 2, 1924. 
Mr. C. Edward Fisher, Superintendent of Schools, Braintree, 
Massachusetts. 


Dear Sir: I herewith submit my report for the year 
ending December 31, 1923. 

The outline of my art work in the schools of Braintree 
has changed little from the preceding year. 


In all the grades I emphasize the learning and memori- 
zing of some practical and useful shapes and symbols, as 
birds, animals, trees, houses, vehicles, ete., so that when the 
opportunity arrives to correlate drawing with geography, 
history, reading, or arithmetic, the pupils have something 
definite on which to build. This will lead to some creative 
drawing and will make the pupil resourceful and less depen- 
dent on the teacher. In the lower grades it gives the classes 
the advantage of using the sand table-for may interesting 
scenes. A course of study for each subject would be a ° 
decided gain in the development of this correlated illustra- 
ted work. 


Printing is quite essential. In preparation for holidays 
and social events lettering is given its full time. During 
October I was more than pleased to have a definite purpose 
for this work, suggested by the Health Campaign and aided 
by the cooperation of the school nurse. 
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Color and design are-used in nearly every problem in 
‘each grade. Most time is spent on these as a subject, in 
the seventh and eighth grades. Learning about harmonious 
-combinations of color and harmonious arrangements of 
shapes to form designs. To be most practical the final 
results should be carried out and completed on actual appro- 
priate material. As a result having leather purses, bill 
folds, bags, card cases, or table scarfs, window draperies, 


or even cement flower boxes. 


For the new year the teachers have each been provided 
with an art text book which I feel will be of much help to 


“them and to me. 


At High School the work is varied for the reason that 
pupils from freshman, sophomore, junior and senior classes 
are represented during the same periods doing both mechani- 
‘eal and freehand drawing. The freehand pupils are kept 
-on the same kind of work as much as possible as are the 
mechanical drawing pupils. Only one day each week is 
given to the High School so that means often it requires 
several weeks for one well completed paper. Pencil, ink, 
charcoal,‘and color are used, the pupils often choosing their 
own subjects provided they meet certain requirements 
necessary. | 


The aim is to acquire a noticeable skill in handling 
material so that products will show careful observance and 
«simplicity in the principles of art. 


Work will be more pleasing and satisfactory to pupils 
and teacher when separate periods may be provided for 
freehand work and mechanical drawing. 

In concluding I thank the School Committee and the 


Superiatendent for their support, and the teachers for their 
«cooperation and willingness in following my lesson plans.

Dear Sir: The ultimate aim ihe py perce vt pie In our Pye 


is. to. make better American citizens. Training the intellect 
alone will not accomplish this. Emotional development 
must be consideréd in order to establish a better balance in 
character. Music is the one subject -on the schools which 


acts as an emotional stabilizer and makes better men and. 


better citizens. 


~The fundamental trai: ing in music in our schools for 
the realization of this greater aim may be divided into four 
sections, viz., Song-singing, Music-reading, Appreciation 
and Instrumental Instruction. I shall only deal with the 
first three as Mr. Lewis has charge of the instrumental work. 
The aim in our song-singing is that every child shall 
secure free and correct use of the singing voice and pleasure 
in song as a means of expression, and that every child may 
have acquired a repertory of songs which may be carried into 
the home and social life. 


There is a well marked improvement in the tone quality 


this year. No feature of the vocal work ‘with the children. 


is more important than training them to sing with a light 
musical tone. A free natural play of the child’s voice ir duces 
this quality and it paves the way to a deeper and fuller ex- 
pression, of the emotions in later vears. We have taken more 
time the past vear for song-singing for the pure joy of singing. 


If this is well done it becomes an inspiration for the day, a. 


mears toward a higher appreciation of music, ar incentive 
for learning to read music, and an opportunity » for such 
tralz ing in community songs, as add greatly to the school 
and community spirit. 


The aim in music-reading is to:develope the power to 
read music at sight, in any key, class-wise and individually; 
to include any of the measures and rhythms in ordinary use; 
to contain any accidental signs and tones éasily introduced, 
also a knowledge of major ard minor keys. 


A 


This work in reading music varies greatly in the different. 


schools. Many, however,.are up to the best standards. 
Music-reading is started the last half of the first vear and 
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cor tinued through the pupils’ school career. If any one 
doubts the importance of music-reading, we have but to 
look at a sister art, language reading. Every educator 
agrees that children must learn to read language. Anyone 
would be branded as a half-wit at once who even suggested 
that it is unnecessary for a child to learn to read language. 
Practically all his knowledge is acquired by reading. Even 
ir kindergarten they begin to read and educators say, — 
fine. Music illiteracy is just as fatal to musical knowlege 
as inability to read larguage is fatal to general knowledge. 
The drills in music are more simple and brief than those given 
ir the language lessons. 


In many of our schools there is much enthusiasm shown 
in the technical work. A singing period without a lesson 
in music-reading defeats its own purpose even as the joy 
of singing is soon lost if progress is not recognized. The child 
who learns to read music is far better equipped to appreciate 
good music, and more likely to be an intelligent and respon- 
sive listener, thar a child trained in any other phase of music. 
Ability to read music is much more difficult to acquire than 
reading of other languages. A greater rumber of mer tal 
processes are involved and the successful reading of music 
requires a mental concentration that is difficult to obtain. 


Interest in chorus singing and music-reading in the 
seventh and eighth grades has been much aided by the new 
supplementary books. However, more material is badly 
needed throughout the grades. Much valuable time is lost 
shifting the music books from room to room. 


The aim in appreciation of music is to develope a love 
for good music and an intel'igent understanding of the best 
in music. A.certain amount of appreciation can be taught 
through our rote songs, folk songs, patriotic, art, melodies 
from opera and oratorio, but if we would secure a broad 
conception of the real meaning of music we must not limit 
the pupils to only those things which he can sing, but sup- 
plement his own powers of accomplishment with the earning 
-of much music far beyond his power to perform. By means 
of educational records a broad channel is open to us through 
which we can acquaint the pupils with the best musical 
literature. Listenirg lessons will not only strengthen the 
musical pupil but prepares the less gifted child who can take 
in more than he can express, to become an intelligent listener, 
-a lover of music though unskilled as a performer, and obser- 
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vation has shown that this tvpe of music lover far out num-- 
hers the other. Very little is accomplished in this phase of 
the work on account of the small number of edueation records 
found in the schools. 


The aim in the chorus work in the High School is to. 
r nder better types of sacred and secular compositions with 
simple hirmonies and rhythms which are within the collective 
capability of the school correctively and tastefully,end to 
avoid massive oratorio choruses that will be a severe tax on the 
voices. There is a plan under way to utilize the orchestra 
to accompany the chorus for a short period in community 
songs each week. These songs will include American songs 
of the folk end ballad types and melodies from the master 
composers. It 1s my desire that we might present a light 
operetta. cach year. Not merely to entertain the public, 
but to give the pupils the opportunity to give expression to. 
music ability, and at the same time encourage our youth to 
use their musical talents to give pleasure and benefits to 
others. 


In summing up the aims of music we must say that whilé 
training and music-reading are vital and indispensable as a 
means for gaining a mastery of the language, the fact re- 
mains that these activities merely open the doors through 
which the storehouses of musical literature may be entered’ 
and their treasurers revealed and enjoyed. ‘ One of the 
highest aims of music is to stimulate thought, which shall 
create ideals. Dr. Eliot voiced a vital truth when he said, 


“The world is still governed by sentiments and not by 
observations, acquisition and reasoning and national great-- 
ness and righteousness depends more upon the cultivation 
of right sentiment in children than anything else.”’

SCHOOL ORCHESTRAS

Dear Sir: I herewith submit my report as Director of” 
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‘School Orchestr as. 

This department of instrumental music was instituted 
throughout the schools this year and has met with such a 
response that is truly gratifving. 


The training of these young children on their various 
chosen instruments was not however instituted with the 
sole object of making professional musicians of each and 
every one, but rather to reveal to them thru their efforts and 
resultant ability, a keener appreciation and therewith an 
added joy of being able to perform, by reason of their own 
hands in groups as an orchestra or otherwise, music of a 
social and educational value, calculated to be of an inspira- 
tional nature to them, a source of pleasure in the family 
and consequent far reaching influence in the community. 
The response on the part of the pupils in point of number and 
interest bear sufficient proof and testimony of a cultural 
need for & richer program of music for our young people, 
many having availed themselves of the rich opportunity to 
acquire instrumental instruction as offered by the school. 


The zeal and enthusiasm with which they present them- 
- selves at the classes 1s an encouragement to any parent, teacher 
or person who observes the work. 


The results obtained have been correspondingly success- 
ful, beginners are taught the fundamentals of the different 
instruments, standard methods being used, the one for the 
violin (being the greater number) is the Municipal Loose 
Leaf Method, by William Ortman, a systematic method for 
violin teaching, approved of, and used by the Board of Edu- 
-cation among 1500 children of the city of New York as taught 
by Dr. Frank R. Rix, Director of Music, and now univer- 
_sally used in the foremost schools elsewhere. 

As the players are developed they are progressed to the 
Orchestra where they play for recreational functions and 
various other school activities. 


On the behalf of these young instrumentalists, I wish 
~to extend to the parents my sincere appreciation for their 
hearty support and encouragement in the matter of individual 
practice at home so necessary in the accomplishment of 
playing a musical instrument and to the teachers and prin-

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE.

Dear Sir: 


In accordance with your request the following report: 
of my work as school nurse is made. The report covers only 
the period since September 1923 during which I have been 
connected with your department, but I have also included 
a brief outline of the health work planned for the school year 


The school health program which is planned divides 
itself into three phases. 
1. Examination of children, 


(a) Weighing and measuring all se nook children 
three times during the year 


(b) Physical examination of all’ children by 
school physicians once during the year 

(c) Keeping individual’ records of the results 
of these examinations 


2. Communicable disease control 
3. General health. education | 


In effecting this program my schedule is so arranged 
that I visit two schools each day, which makes a weekly visit . 
to each building. All of the schools have been supplied with 
first aid equipment and medicine cabinets, which were made 
by the boys of the Continuation School., All of the buildings 
except two are now equipped with scales. During Septem- 
ber and October all of the pupils were weighed and measured. 
In accordance with the state law which requires a physical 
examination of every public school child at least once during 
the school year, the physical examinations by the three 
school physicians were begun in November. The parents’ 
permission for the examination by the school doctor. was . 
obtained for approximately 80% of the children, the others 
being examined by their own physicians. The majority of — 
the examinations by the school physicians have been com- - 
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pleted. An individual record card for each child, which 
includes the results of weighing and measuring, the results 
of the physician’s examination, and other data concerning 
the child’s health record, is being kept on file in the respec- 
tive schools. Notification of underweight and_ physical 
defects will be sent to the parents. It is expected that these 
records will be permanent, passing along with the child 
from grade to grade. 


An important part of the school nurse’s work is con- 
ceived to be the detection and prevention of the spread of 
communicable diseases and minor defections among children 
-in the schools. In the weekly visits to the schools the prin- 
cipals and teachers call attention to any suspicious cases. 
Doctor Adams, the health officer, is cooperating by sending 
prompt notices to me of all cases of communicable disease 
which are reoprted to his office. The exclusion of children 
with symptons suspicious of communicable disease and also 
of children who have been in contact with them is recommen- 
ded to the principal. Children found with such minor in- 
fections as parasites of the hair and skin infections are also 
excluded. Diagnoses are not made by me, but are referred 
to the family physician or to.the school doctor. The ex- 
clusion of a child from school is not a pleasant task but in 
general the parents are sympathetic to this action when it 
is explained to them that it is for the greatest good. The 
prevention or reducing the chances of a child’s acquiring 
disease through the school room is important and the pos- 
sibilities in this service are great. It is hoped that the 
development of a smoothly working system will be even 
more effective in the future in reducing sickness and absences. 


In the field ot general health education, health pamplets 
have been distributed to the grammar grades and short talks 
have been made in most of the grades. The establishment 
of a definite program of health instruction in the regular 
class room work is planned for the coming year. A series 
-of health. text. books on Physiology and Hygiene have been 
placed in the fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth grades.’ Use 
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will be made of these books in the regular class room work 
and I hope that I may be of assistance in planning this course- 
with the teachers. | | 

Each of the above services can be enlarged and improved 
in the future. The addition of a physical director, when 
feasible, will mean a great deal in the correction of physical 
defects and the improvement of health standards. 

It has been a pleasure to have served as school nurse and. 
my associations with the superintendent, school physicians, 
principals, and teachers have been most pleasant. ;

The Municipal Light Board submits herewith its 
annual report for the year 1923 together with the report of 
the Manager. 


According to the report of the latter 1923 has been a 
banner year showing a consumption of about half a million 
more kilowatts than was used in 1922. The output of our 
own plant was increased 700,000 kilowatts, yet to meet 
the demand we were obliged to purchase 1,365,000 additional. 


As stated one year ago, we can manufacture current 
cheaper than we can buy it, so we are extremely anxious 
to install this year the additional equipment that will enable 
us to meet all demands. 


To do this we must have the help of the Town to bor- 
row the needed funds, and we trust this subject will meet 
with your favorable consideration. 


We are not asking the Town to raise any part of this 
money by taxation, because we can meet the payments for 
principle and interest from the income of the Department.

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MANAGER’S REPORT. 

Braintree Light Department. 

Municipal Light Board, Braintree, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


{ have the pleasure in submitting herewith the annual 
report of the Braintree Electric Light Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1923. 


This report consists of financial statement in the form 
prescribed by the State Department Public Utilities to 
whom we are required to report annually, and is in an entire- 
ly different form than were those you were usually presented 
in former years. 


Our profit and loss credit surplus was increased in the 
past year from $78116.46 to $103042.72, Depreciation Cash 
was increased $5695.81, and from our earnings we have made 
plant additions amounting to $10,234.98. 


The department has acquired (251) Two Hundred 
Fifty One new service connections, (98) Ninety Eight ad- 
ditional poles in streets not heretofore occupied, and have 
made (56) Fifty six pole replacements. 


To equip new lines in streets (414) Four and one quarter 
miles of No. 6 and (1%) One half mile of No. 4 copper wire 
has been used.

The three phase 2300 volt transmission line extending 
from the Generating Station to the junction of Middle and 
Elm streets, formerly constructed of No. 4 copper wire, has 
been replaced with No. 0, thereby increasing its capacity in 
excess of 100 percent, other replacements of No. 6 wire on 
old lines has required approximately One mile of No. 4 wire. 


New service connections to houses with No. 6 wire used 
16,566 feet. 
Fifty Street Lights in new locations were installed in 1923,

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REPORT OF THE 
WATER COMMISSIONERS 


Conforming to the requirements of Sec. 2 of Art. 2 of 
the Town By-Laws, The Board of Water Commissioners 
submit herewith the Annual report of the Dept. to Dec. 
31, 1923. 


HONORABLE JAMES T. STEVENS 


Your Board takes this opportunity to mention the 
passing of James T. Stevens, familiarly known amongst a 
wide circle of acquaintances as Captain Stevens, 
who passed on March 16, 1923 and who served on this 
Board continuously and acting as its Chairman since its 
formation in 1889. 


Mustered out of the Union Army, with an honorable 
record, he returned to Braintree, his native town, to remain 
during the remainder of his life engaging energetically in 
business as a manufacturer and entering into the various 
religious, social, and political activities to the extent of his 
ability. 

Those who were fortunate in knowing him, and they 
are many, could not be otherwise than impressed by his 
cheerful disposition, despite a physical handicap, his rugged 
honesty and his unlimited interest and consideration for 
the welfare of this town while a citizen and while acting as 
.a servant. We may ask ourselves, what more could he 
have done. 


At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and Water Com- 
missioners held April 23, 1923, Mr. Charles B. Cummings 
was elected to succeed the late Capt. Stevens and the Water 
Board organized with Mr. Wm. C. Harrison as Chairman. 

The year has been a busy one and many needed im- 
provements have been made both to the machinery and to 
‘the pipe lines. 
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NEW PUMPING: EQUIPMENT 
REPAIRS AND* RENEWALS 
During the year the installation of the: motor driven: 
centrifugal pump and the chlorinating apparatus at Little- 
- Pond, contracted for during the year 1922, has been com-- 
pleted, tested and accepted, the total cost’ bring $3877.80, 
a portion of which appears in our 1922 ’report. 


At the Great Pond Station the: large pump has been: 
thoroughly overhauled and certain parts: repaired or-re- 
placed, the work being done by the Murray Engineering 
Company, who also furnished and erected a new smoke- 
stack, replacing the original stack which practically collapsed 
due to continuous use and unfitness, all at'a cost of $2987 .39.. 


Additional installations at the Great Pond Station 
consist of a chlorinating apparatus, furnished by the Wallace: 
& Tiernan Company at a cost of $1400.00 —and a new air 
pump furnished by IF. A. Mazzur & Company at a cost of 
$560. 


Under Art. 53 of the 1923 Warrant the sum of $1700. 
was appropriated to replace the 1144” line on Standish Avenue: 
with a 6’”’ main and the work has been completed at a total 
cost. of $1722.92. $1138.57 balance of 1926 Sinking Fund 
and balance from Revenue of the Department. 


Under Art. 54 of same Warrant it was voted to appro-- 
priate from revenue of Dept. $4907.18 to complete the 12’ 
main on Tremont Street. This extension has been made at 
a cost to the Department of $5831.75. 


The estimate of this work was found to be much to» 
low owing to an error in number of feet and extremely hard. 
soil. 
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Under Art. 56 the sum of $4478.10 was appropriated 
to complete the 6’’ main on Plain Street from Grove Street. 
to dead end at Nelsor’s farm. Owing to urgent call for 
work in other directions, the work has not been taken up 
and we ask a reappropriation of the same amount to complete 
the extension this year. 


Other extensions of short distances on accepted streets 
where buildings were under construction have been made 
during the year details of which may be found in the report 
of the Superintendent which together with the Registrar and 
Collector follow.
